To find out how the ABS is going to 
conduct Australia's next census you should 
read 2001 Census: Nature and Content (Cat 
no. 2008.0). This publication, due to be 
released in September, outlines the content of 
the 2001 Census of Population and Housing 
and the procedures to be followed in 
collecting, processing and releasing the data. 


Australian Social Trends 1999 (Cat no. 
4102.0) is due for release in July. Statistical 
analysis and commentary are presented ona 
wide range of current social issues including 
population change, families, health, education, 
training, work, income and housing. This year 
the feature article reviews Australians’ 
participation in culture and leisure activities, 
such as sport, the arts and the home use of 
information technology. 


The ABS released Australian National 
Accounts: State Accounts (Cat no. 5220.0) 
on the 14th of May, the first release since the 
1995-96 issue. This publication implements 
the revised Standards of National Accounts 
(SNAQ3) and includes dissections for the last 
12 years on various national accounting 
aggregates by State and Territory.

Environment Protection Expenditure, 
Australia, 1995-96 and 1996-97 (Cat no. 
4603.0) is due for release at the end of June. 
It analyses data on costs incurred by 
governments, industry and households on 
environment protection measures. It also 
provides estimates of expenditure on pollution 
abatement and control and other 
environmental expenditures by the public 
sector and some industry sectors.

Statistics include numbers and types 
of computers used, types of software, 
expenditure and planned expenditure and 
source of computer training. 


Recently released, Business Use of 
Information Technology, Australia, 1997-98, 
Preliminary (Cat no. 8133.0) contains broad 
level statistics on the use of information 
technology by businesses in Australia. 


1995 National Health Survey: Indigenous 
Persons Output Development File (ABS Cat 
no. 4324.0.30.001) is now available. The file is 


similar in content and format to the 1995 
National Health Survey: Sample File, but 
some fields have been omitted and the level of 
detail has been reduced to protect the 
confidentiality of respondents. This file 
enables users to manipulate data and prepare 
computer code to produce output. The ABS 
will run that code against the complete 
Indigenous persons file and return the output 
to the user. The file is available subject to the 
approval of the Australian Statistician. For

The ABS is currently conducting a survey 
to investigate the number of household 
break-ins, attempted break-ins, personal 
robberies and assaults, motor vehicle thefts 
and sexual assaults that have occurred in the 
12 months prior to the survey. Also to be 
investigated are the proportion of incidents 
reported to police, Neighbourhood Watch 
Programs and perceptions of crime problems.
